The compromise, pronounced ac- 


ceptable to the administration and 
declared by Senator Chamberlain to 
be acceptable to him, was reached

ized shall be paid from the con- 
tingent fund of the senate.

By the adoption of the substitute,^ 
a vote on the original Chamberlain |

President Wilson plainly told sena- 
tors he considered such a vote prac- 
tically a question of a vote of con- 
fidence. 


The substitute resolution does not 


prevent an investigation of the air- 
craft situation, to which the presi- 
dent has stated he bas no objection 
whatever.

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Paris, May 22.—German aviators 


made an 
ineffectual 
attempt last 
night to raid Paris. Three persons 
werf killed and several wounded in 
the outskirts of the city but none of 
thefraiders reached Paris itself. 
—*3L German airplane was hit by an 
anti-aircraft gun and fell in flames 
north of the city. 


The following official

ment-was given out this morning: 


"JEnemy aircraft having been re- 


ported by our lookout posts making 
for-Paffs an alarm was givenTThe" 
different methods of defense were 
put into operation. A violent curtain 
of fire was thrown up and our squad- 
rons took the air." 


The enemy dropped bombs in var- 


ious suburban localities. Some mate- 
rial damage is reported. The signal 
that all was clear was sounded at 1 
o'clock this morning. 


The raid demonstrated the high 
state of efficiency to which the aer- 
ial defenses of the city have been 
brought. It was a clear and windless 
night with a bright moon, ideal for 
an aerial attack 
The raiders, who 


were divided into, two 
squadrons, 


sought \ainly for two hours to find 
a gap in the wall of fire with w*hich 
the city was encompassed. The places 
at which the bombs fell show that 
the Germans circled far around the 
city before loosing their cargoes and 
fleeing. 
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Des Moines, Iowa, May 22 —Near-

At least six persons are dead and 


scores were injured as the result of 
tornadoes which vswept the central 
portion of the state late yesterday, 
according to- reports received today 
Lines of communication m the storm 
swept section hav,e not been fully 
restored but from reports received it 
is indicated that the property dam- 
age will reach in the neighborhood 
of $1,000,000. 
• Of the reported deai three were 
killed at Boone, forty miles north 
of here; two at Newton, 35 miles east 
of this city; and one near Denison 


Information received from Boone 


said the tornado covered the entire 
.county from southwest to northeast, 
leveling farm buildings and in the 
city itself, wrecking fifty dwellings 
•and also the shops of the Chicago 
and Northwestern Railroad. 
Those 


killed were caught in the wreckage 
,of dwellings. 


The persons killed at Newton were 


caught in the wreckage of. a factory 
which also resulted in the injury of 
half a dozen others. Reports from 
there added that in the rural dis- 
tricts the damage to crops and live- 
stock was particularly severe. - 


Railroad officials sent word along 


the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road for doctors and nurses to go to 
the stricken, towns. Between Boone 
and, Marshalltown. all_ __ lines *were 
down -and fear is felt that the havoc 
of the storm may be greater than is 
at present indicated.

Funds to carry out the program 


are to be secured through a plan to 
be provided by the committee and 
ire expected to total millions of dol- 
lars. Although no figures have been 
set, it is said, the maximum amount 
may approach $100.000,000.

Charleston, W. Va., May 22.—Nine 
miners, who were caught behind a 
wall of fire when the main entry of 
the Mill Creek Cannel Coal Mining 
company's mine at Villa, W. Va., 
burst into flames from some unde- 
termined cause were found dead in 
the workings today. The bodies of 
four of their companions were recov- 
ered yesterday. 


The men, when they discovered 
their rescue had been shut off by 
the flames, had gone far back into 
the workings and there attempted to 
brattice a.- room in the' hope of shut- 
ting off the gas they knew would' 
quickly fill the mine. They were un- 
successful however, and the condi- 
tion of the bodies indicated they had 
been dead for many hours. The men 
found 
yesterday had. apparently, 


been overcome soon after the works 
took fire.

HONORS DUE TO ITALY. 


(New York Times.) 


There ought 
to be 
made—and 


there will be made, if public atten- 
tion can be aroused to the need for 
doing it—an earnest, sincere and 
cordial effort all over this country 
to make the celebration of May 24. as 
"American-Italy Day," a fitting ex- 
pression of the gratitude which \ve, 
as a part dfr the right-thinking world, 
owe to Italy for the services she has 
rendered and the sacrifices she has 
offered in the great war. 


For reasons not very easy to un- 


derstand—for reasons that certainly 
are not adequate—we, like the other 
allies against Germany, too often fail 
to remember 
the 
importance of 


Italy's contribution to the common 
cause, and we. with .our large Italian 
population, have less 
excuse 
than 


some other countries for forgetting 
that the Italian flag well deserves 
equal honors to those we so gladly 
pay to the flags of France and Great 
Britain. Of Italy it certainly can be 
said with truth that she has done 
what, and all, she could. 


Never since she entered the war— 


and truly it is not for us to recall her 
delay in doing that—has there even 
been a moment of doubt about her 
loyalty as a nation to the common 
cause, about the courage of her sons, 
or about their fighting 
efficiency. 


She has utilized to the full resources 
comparatively small, and we can well 
afford to let oblivion cover her one 
disaster for the sake of her magni- 
ficent recovery from it—the speed 
with which her momentarily broken 
lines were reformed. 
Again 
and 
again she has taken the offensive 
against a foe whose strength would 
have justified her in remaining on 
the defensive, and today she is repay- 
ing help received with help given. 


Over here, Italians have been 


among the rediest to volunteer for 
service in our armies, and they have 
not been surpassed by the represen- 
tatives of any racial strain in cheer- 
ful acquiescence in the draft. They 
have not resented, though they have 
felt, what has seemed to be the ten- 
dency to treat Italy as a minor fac- 
tor in the war. Of real inapprecia- 
tion, however, there has been none, 
and this fact should be made mani- 
fest on the day that has been select- 
ed for paying valiantly earned trib- 
utes to the country to which, more 
than to any other, the whole world 
has been so long and 
deeply 
in-

WONDERFUL PROPELLERS. 


(Tit Bits.) 


A modern aeroplane-propeller 
is 


one of the strongest and most perfect 
products of man's handicraft. 


Some aeroplane engines run at 1,- 


700 revolutions a minute, and can 
be geared up to 2,000. An engine 
of this power would use a nine-foot 
six-inch propeller, and the speed of 
the blade-ends would be in the neigh- 
borhood of 600 miles an hour. 


Revolving at this terrific rate, the 


slightest imperfection in the wood 
from which the propellers are made 
would tend to disrupt 
them, and 


cause them to fly to pieces. 


For this reason only the best and 


hardest wood from the heart of the 
tree is used for propeller-blades. 
It 


takes 2,000 feet of timber 
in 
the 


rough'to furnish 200 feet of wood 
good enough for propellers. 


Black walnut is the very best kind 


of wood for propeller-blades, for. be- 
sides being immensely tough, it does 
not splinter when hit by a projectile. 
Next, in order named, come mahog- 
any, white oak, ash, maple, birch and 
cherry.

In those 
days one could scarcely go out for a 
day with any probability of not 
being ingloriously towed home by a 
horse and wagon. 
Driving a motor 


in those days was regarded as a 
risky operation. 


Air navigation, of course, meets 


infinitely greater difficulties than 


e 
automobile 
ever confronted. 


The airplane must keep going at a 
speed of 50 or more miles an hour. 
or it will drop to earth and bring 
death to its occupants. 
Even auto- 


mobile science has never yet develop- 
ed a motor that won't occasionally 
balk. 


It seems improbable that within 


the life time of the present genera- 
tion, any motor could be developed 
that could be absolutely relied upon 
to keep running. Of course, by hav- 
ing several independent motors in a 
plane, the chances that all of them 
would go bad could be reduced to a 
low point 


But additional motors greatly add 


to the weight of a plane and compli- 
cate the problem of operation. It is 
always going to take a high degree 
of skill to navigate 
successfully 


among the treacherous air currents.

ability to make successful landing 
la case of engine trouble.

/ The avalanche of refugees that 
swept into Paris from the north of 
France had been the despair of -the 
civil 
authorities. 
These homeless, 


stunned people were a new responsi- 
bility to be added to the thousands of 
wounded men that came steadily from 
the shambles of the vrest front. 


Paris is an old city. It was not 


ready to take in its neighbors' chil- 
dren. Its population was already a 
tight fit. So it made the best of Its 
poor hospitality by offering tip its gar- 
rets. New building construction seem- 
ed impossible, lien were scarce. The 
mechanic "was either manning 
the 


trenches or fighting the fight in the 
•war factories. Paris was distracted. 


It is •wonderful indeed how nobly 


Paris tried to meet this condition. 
And it is remarkable how Paris met it 
with the aid of our own Red Cross. 
Unhampered by red tape or precedent, 
our Red Cross put on overalls and 
Jumper, carried the hod, became archi- 
tect, engineer and contractor and went 
Into the building of homes. Here was 
a church lot that lay vacant; here an 
unfinished hospital; there a worn ou 


bnilding, all of which In a fortnight 
were started on their way toward new 
apartments, rooms and sleeping wards. 


We here at home who associate the 


great Red Cross movement with band- 
ages and white gowned nurses must 
lose this old illusion In the light of a 
thousand other works for humanity. 


In this case we see the Red Cross 


first as diplomats convincing the civil 
authorities of Paris as to their ability 
to remedy the situation, then ae 
architects remodeling buildings, chang- 
ing building plans, hiring labor gath- 
ered by themselves from the ex-sol- 
diery and the older man, all the while 
working under every Imaginable hand- 
icap, while Father Time cried, "Gefcit 
done, get it done." 


So out of the garrets came these de- 


spairing people to tod new hope it 
clean homes, to get new cheer out ol 
sheer bodily comfort and fresh cour- 
age to again take up the great trust 
that France has kept so well—"to car- 
ry on."

- Everyone hero had ex- 
pected a very powerful attack but we 
had expected our allied line to hold 
fairly well and not to crumple up. 
And when that crumpling up -occur- 
red only 50 miles away and you did 
not know if it was going to stop it 
was not a very restful sensation. Tlie 
men canie in with reports of guns 
lost, wounded all, 
captured, ware- 


houses blown UP and abandoned be- 
fore a horribly destructive advance 
with great loss of supplies. 
Every- 


one here looked very serious and for 
a number of days the railroads were 
busy carrying people out of Paris— 
but not in a flight nor panic—all 
most orderly and looked upon as a 
wise precaution. 
About the fourth 


night "of the offensive while I was 
walking out here from Paris as the 
cars had all stopped I could hear the 
constant boom of guns and an occa- 
sional louder roar as of an exploding 
warehouse 
or ammunition 
dump. 


There was not a soul on the streets 
and in the brilliant peaceful moon- 
light it was hard to realize 
what 


those guns meant. 
I don't suppose 


anyone in America would have felt 
hyperoptimistic on such an occasion 


I but I only wish all America could 


have heard it from the fortifications 
of Paris as I did—they might have 
waked up. 
Only that and the 
de- 


scriptions of the men who came in 
could give you. an idea of how close 
the 
Germans 
came 
to 
breaking 


through. 
The first contingent we received 


were about 7-5 of our boys, who had 
been evacuated from a hospital above 
Amiens. 
They were a group who 


h'acl volunteered to 
be 
inoculated 


with Trench fever by having lice put 
in their clothes. This was done in 
order to demonstrate that the disease 
is transmitted by the louse and so 
learn how to combat it. 
As trench 


fever often makes a man as sick as 
typhoid and lasts for 
4-6 
weeks. 


These boys are entitled to a great 
deal of credit. 
They had been 48 


hours coming about SO miles along 
railroads being constantly 
shelled, 


ving in. depots bombarded by Ger- 
man planes and having the dread un- 
certainty of partaking in a rather 
demoralizing retreat. "When their 
ambulances reached us about 10 p. 
m. they were 
a pretty 
exhausted 


but grateful crowd. 
I do not know how much the pap- 


ers in the States have published but 
one only needs to talk to the men 
who have been in it to realize that 
his drive of the Germans is no for- 
.orn hope, that their troops are in. 
no sense demoralized, that they are 
able to concentrate hitherto unheard 
of masses of artillery fire and bomb- 
iig from planes and have apparently 
imitless resources of men.

"When the British, good and 
stubborn fighter that he is. could not 
stop the German, and were dropping 
back into the 
open 
country, the 


French troops ,tired by long forced 
marches came up to the gap and the 
Germans stopped. The thin blue line 
of men with apparently no great im- 
petus would face the German masses 
and always hsld them firm. It seems 
a mystery but it was that and that 
alone which prevented a great deal 
more history than you read in'your 
papers, ana that is probably the rea- 
son the German drive is north to the 
channel and not south 
to 
Paris. 


There is no offer nor sacrifice which 
any of the allies can make which will 
equal the superb efficiency 
of 
the 


French armies and their leaders. 


About the time the offensive be- 


gan we had our first experience with 
"Bertha." 
"\Ve had had quite fre- 


quent air raids to which 
we 
had 


grown tolerant when one 
morning 


"bombs" began dropping in day light 
and no planes in sight. The alarm 
was sounded and the people got to 
shelter and stayed there all day. But 
our planes went up only to report 
nothing. 
Tfcev circled over the city 


all day but saw no enemy plane— 
still the 
bombs kept 
coming of 


course there was only one conclu- 
sion—a big gun. The next day, Sun- 
day, they started at 7 a. m. I was 
in the Boie de Boulogne, just outside 
the fortifications, all morning and 
could hear the shells explode in the 
city at regular intervals.

"With the British Army in France, 


Tuesday, May 21.—To lay helpless 
on his seaplane in the North Sea for 
seven hours with a broken leg be- 
fore he was picked up was the ex- 
perience of an American aviator at- 
tached to the British 
forces.
